Foreigner’s View of the Revo- 
lution: Need of Propaganda 
Canton, Aug. 18. 

Speaking at a reception held in 
his Honour Dr. Wang Chung-hui, 
the noted Chinese jurist who has 
Just returned from Ecrope, said 
that although there it was only six 
years since his departure for 
Europe he felt exceeding hopeful 
over the improvement made by the 
Nationalists.

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CHINA EXPERIMENTS IN 
ALIEN FORMS 


Aug. 27. 

Systems of government are 
most adaptable to the conditions 
and needs of a country, when 
they, are the result of a very 
gradual growth. For instance, 
the British constitution is, 
grounded in the law of the 
‘Anglo-Saxons, codified to some 
extent in the time of Alfred the 
Great and descending to a cur- 
rent generation as a revered and 
permanent structure, with per- 
haps a facade changed here and 
there in acknowledgement of 
development and time. ‘Thus, 
Great Britain has been able to 
survive the shock of such terrific 
convulsions asthe French 
Revolution, the Industrial Re 
yolution, and even the Com- 
munist Revolution, 

‘The American’ Constitution, 
which has survived its present 
form for more than a century 
and, a half with only nine 
amendments (the first ten 
amendments being in the nature 
of a Bill of Rights) was erected 
upon the foundation of the Eng- 
ish tradition and therefore is 
deeply grounded in the past. 
Every possible check and balan 
has been devised. to prevent 
hurried and ill-considered revi- 
sion of this written documen! 
which is not perhaps as flexible 

the British form, but which 

rves the same purpose. In 


it is one of the curiosities 

history that in both these 

eh speaking countries, the 

form of Government should have 
undergone so few changes over 
such a long period of time and 
“yet the ‘Governments function 
efficiently and to the general 
benefit of the peopl 

In the South American repub- 
lies and many other states, the 
constitution and the form of 
government is not grounded in 
a past, nor is there a vast 
cumulative experience to support 
the conduct and authority of 
government, The result, in each 
instance, is constant revolution, 
‘the assassination of officials and 
the periodic disturbance of the 
livelihood of the people. 

One turns from these general 
considerations to the specific 
governmental problems facing 
China. The old form of Govern- 
ment, antiquated and conft 
though it may have been, was a 
steady development of institu- 
tions grounded in a tradition 
more ancient than Confucius, for 
he is the codifier of these tradi- 
tions. The Revolution of 1911 
attempted to superimpose upon 
these ancient traditions an alien 
constitution modelled — upon 
American and French experience 
and wholly without specific 
Chinese characteristic: The 
failure was complete and dis- 
astrous. This was followed by 
numerous compromises, during 
which Chinese traditions con- 
stantly reasserted themselves, 
so that by 1923, the American 
and French features of the 
Chinese governmental system 
were almost deluged in purely 
Chinese characte: ‘Tt waa 
to reassert Western ideas and 
methods that the Kuomintang 
turned to Germany and Russia. 
Comrade Borodin’s contribution 
to China’s constitutional history 
is a further attempt to ignore a 
Sew thousand years of history 
‘and to impose upon China the 
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the unlicensed possession of 
pistols. This, however, has beea 
covered by a ruling from the 
‘Supreme Court of Nanking given 
in Judge Loo's day, which ought 
in practice to be sufficient safe- 
guard. More serious is the non- 
inclusion of the Amended Bandit 
Law with its highly necessary 
death sentences for crimes now 
punishable only by relatively 
trivial imprisonment. We hope 
that the Consular Body will not 
fail to press this matter until

The members’ sense of the dig- 
nity of the body (apart from 
rules and regulation) precludes 
such an idea, but in the excess- 
ive individualism which is so 
characteristic of all oriental 
peoples, pride of person is mors 
real a motive than a recognition 
of the dignity of a corporate 
body. Similarly, the various 
commissions and committees 
create a situation, where there is 
authority without responsibility, 
80 that members function or fail 
to function wholly for personal 
reasons and without regard to 
the necessities of the Gover 
ment. When a people are by 
tradition individualists, no Go 
ernment can survive, the form 
of which does not definitely fix 
full responsibility on the in- 
vidual. The political impasse 
in Nanking at the present time 
can definitely be traced to the 
individual —_irresponsibilities 
which are inevitable in the 
Soviet system of government 
when applied to China.

FUNCTIONING IN THE

Aug. 31. 

The police are to be con- 
gratulated on having laid bare 
the activities of the Intelligence 
and Publicity Bureau of the Na- 
tionalist Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs in Jinkee Road: the very 
prominence of the _ position

arm attention. Yesterday the 
Chinese press continued to en- 
large on the seriousness of the 
incident and the redress which 
Dr. C, T. Wang was to demand 
‘of the Senior Consul.

Dr. Wang must be well aware 
that the Bureau had no business

Dairen, Aug. 
Dairen city rises from the sea 
above a splendid harbour—erest 
over erest in rapid slopes, something 
like Hongkong might be vif *Vie~ 
toria were joined to the mainland 
by an isthmus, But instead of tro- 
ical palms, Dairen grows birch, 
poplar, and the pretty pseudo 
eacia, all whispering to each other, 
each in its own language, in t 
‘summer breeze. The radio station 
‘on Dairen's observation peak whis- 
pers too, telling of Mukden’s als 
Harbin’s scandals, Tsitsihar's mar. 
kets, and the latest armed 
Mongolia. The late Ta-yuan-shuai 
(which someone translated “The Big 
Noise"), Generalissino Chang Tso- 
lin, took much interest in wireless, 
‘and they say his uneasy ghost has 
been tampering with the radio waves 
fon observation hill. T went up the 
hill this evening at an hour con- 
venient for disembodied spirits, but 
saw nothing ghostly except Chinese 
coolies popping about, trying to 
‘catch edible insects in the grass. 


At the Scene of the Tragedy 


‘At Mukden also the ghost has been 
seen, hovering over the spot where 
the ‘explosion took place, dodging 
about the bridge and examining 
the rails at Huangkutun, outside 
‘Mukden, as though he were still not 
satisfied how the affair happened. 
Sometimes two spectral figures are 
seen, the other being General Wu 
Chun-sheng, his fellow-vietim. 

It was at Changehun that T first 
saw the little ghost, on the night 
of August 12, in the picturesque 
‘Yamato Hotel in the Japanese town. 
Very few people are acquainted with 
Changchun, but it is a city worth 
knowing. Chang Tso-lin frequented 
the Chinete city in his younger days 
before the beginning of the Japanese 
settlement, which has now super 
seded and ‘eclipsed the Chinese city. 
A favourite wife came from Chang 
un, It {s the. outpost of Japanese 
terrliorial expansion in. Manchuria 
the terminus of the South Manchuria 
Railway, and the Japanese sett! 
ment around the railway station is 
ruled by Japan, av thoronghly and 
ficiently as any city in Japan. 


‘The Yamato Hotel 


‘The Japanese settlement is well 
Inid out, with broad roads, lined 
with many business houses; it has 
suburban avenues, gardens, and 
parks, and a foreign-style hotel 
worthy of some popular seaside re- 
sort. The hotel has a fine approach, 
a floral vestibule, large reception 
and reading rooms and a public 
garden adjacent where every even- 
ing there assemble not only the 
well-to-do folks of the town but also 
the hotel guests, for the hotel’: 
ining room is closed at night, and 
fat this time of the year, dinner 















































fe served only in the garden amid 
fairy lights and electric lamps, and 
little fMluminated fountains throwing 
up cool sprays. A gurgling stream 
flows along one side of the parden, 

‘here little kimono-clag waitresses, 
Ait among the little white tables, 
serving angthing from a seven- 
course dinner to a simple ice cream, 
or a bottle of cold beer. The garden 
Is the one attractive resort for the 
whole town, and Changehun’s beauty 
and chivalry, Japanese and Chinese, 
assemble there. Occasionally a littl?

a waitress comes, it vanishes, 

After dinner one may return to 
the large drawing-room in the hotel,

‘The Naval Patrols 


Foreign gunboats have been 
stationed on the river for many! 
years for the protection of foreign 
shipping, and during recent years} 
their services have been urgently, 
required. ‘The British Admiralty 
bas just added three modern gun- 
‘boats to the Yangtze patrol, special-| 
ly designed and equipped for service 
on the upper river. The American 
Government has gone one better and 
added four. ‘Tho control of certain 
sections of the river by rival mili- 
tary chiefs and brigand bands has| 
led to a great deal of arbitrary ia 
terference with shipping and the 
commandvering of ships for the 
transport of troops and military; 
supplies. Firing on ships both by. 
soldiers and brigands has become a 
Jeommon practice, and continues to- 
day in spite of severe repr:sals. 

On occasions, vessels lying at an- 
chor for the ‘night, unprotected, 
have been boarded Ey bandits, and 
‘the captain and members of the| 
crew taken off and held for rensom. 
Passengers, too, both Chinese and 
Suifered serious injucy 
‘and loss from soldiers and bandits. 
Latterly, condit'ons became so bad 
that ships could only travel safely 
in convoy, under escort of a gun- 
boat, or with an armed guard of 
marines on board.

‘The Pioneers 
This article would not be complete 
without reference (and tribute) to 
the mien who, over thirty years ago, 
made the first ventures in steam 
navigation on the Upper Yangtze, 
‘The first attempt dates back to 1897 
(1 quote from the late Captain 
Plant, who, in his time was one of 
the pioneers), when Mr. Archibald 
‘Little took his steam launch Lee| 
‘Chwan, a wooden twin-screw boat, 
some 55 ft. long, with 83  knots| 
speed, safely to Chungking. This} 
exploit was followed by HLS. 
Woodcock and Woodlark, both of 
‘them making the round trip in the 
spring of 1900, and by the paddle 
steamer Pioneer later on in the 
same year. 

‘Thon came the wreck of the Ger- 
man paddle-boat Sui Hsiang at 
Kungling, on her mafden trip up, 
which put an effective damper on 
commercial steam navigation pro-| 
Jects until 1908, when the Chinese 
‘Steam Navigation Co. started in 
with the Shu Tung, tow-boat and 
flat, which was the first steamer to 
keep up a more or less regular com- 
munication between Ichang and 
Chungking from eight to nine 
months of the year, ie, from April 
to December inclusive.

Perilous Experience of a Missi 


A good bed, clean clothing, ad 
quate food, and shelter are so inci- 
dental to the modern man’s or wo- 
man's life, as to be taken for 
granted. A trip from a far inland 
place in China is required, perhaps, 
to throw these things into their pro- 
per perspective, and to make them 
a little more appreciated thereafter. 
Such a: trip is described by a 
China Inland Mission worker, Mr. 
8. Fiddler, who, with his wife, 
‘arrived in Shanghai a few days ago 
after a 55-days journey from Ning~ 
hsia in Kansu, to Chefoo where they 
embarked for Shanghai to eateh the 
Empress of Russia which sails on 
September 1 for Vancouver. 


A Mongol Rebellion

Famine in China is a fact, Tt is 
not merely forecast for next win- 
ter; it is a fact now. 

‘About eight miles west of Lints- 
ing, in Western Shantung, begins 
strip some 30 miles wide and about 
100. miles long where practically 
mone of the fields have more than a 
third of a crop and some have none 
cat all, I visited this area and saw 
‘the results of drought, the ravages 
‘of grasshoppers and the extremities 
to which the people are reduced. I 
have not covered the whole area. 
Bur I went *o Lintsing, where T met 
‘4 group of representatives who came 
from the areas just indicated. 
T selected two of the districts among 
the many which were named. On‘ 
¢ districts, I visited myself. 
jother I sent Dr. F, F, Tucker 
‘On our return we compared notes 
and found our experience to be 
practically identical, ‘The reports 
Which had been made to us were 
verified in detail. 

Sores From Mal-nutrition

knoliang. At a little distance, th: 
effects of neither of these causes 
‘are apparent. Both millet ‘and 
Kaoliang generally appear to be of 
normal height and thickness, but on 
inspection the millet heads prove to 
‘have the seed eaten off the stem in 
the middle of the head while the 
sap has beén so extracted from the 
stalk that the seed which remains 
in the hend is shrivelled. In the 
‘case of kaolinng, fine tall stalks bear 
‘a head which is nothing but cha! 
Farmers explain that the seed 
pattern was formed in the sheath 
during the dry spell while the stalk: 
was short and was so far ai 
vanced when the rains came that 
the moisture resulted entirely in a 
growth of stalk instead of a head 
‘Of seed. I do not pretend to say| 
whether or not this explanation is 
correct, but I do know that for mile 
after mile the plots of kaoliang are 
worth practically nothing for any- 
ig but cattle fodder. 


Blight in other Crops 
Something of the same conditions 
are to be noted from the railway 
for about 40 miles around Lincheng. 
T-did not have the opportunity to £0 
out into the fields and verify the 
causes. But to an expérienced: eye] 
it is apparent that the kaoliang is| 
both thin and diseased, the millet 
heads ragged, the beans and sweet 
potatoes suffering from some kind 
Of blight or mildew. The station 
master (who knew nothing of my 
identity) stated that the fall crop 
would be almost a total failure, due 
to drought. ‘The spring wheat, how- 
‘ever, had been good, although not 
good enough to bring the price down 
to normal, Near Chufu I saw 
large swarms of grasshoppers and 
‘ome areas which had been devoured 
of every green thing. The populace 
‘was out in foree beating the post into} 
the ground. Companies of 

perhaps 100 or more to a company, 
‘were to be seen in in every direction, 
some of the companies being led by 
‘the Kuomintang flag. 

‘The drought and grasshopper 
affected area in southern Chili and] 
‘long the Shantung border, contains 
‘shout 1,500,000 mouths. From the} 
evidence in tho villages visited by 
De. Tucker and myself, I conclude 
that one tenth of these people are 
advanced state of mal-nutri- 
soon at this moment. From the 
rellow complexions and distend- 
‘Cl stomachs, another two-tenths are 
in such an tinder-noarished condition 
that it is no exaggeration to say that} 
they are slowly starving now. 
Scareely a farmer in the whole| 
rggion Will have a erop more than] 
1 third of what is necessary to main-| 
tain physical health until the next] 
harvest. They probably will not die! 
and probably that’s the pity, of 
1, for how eould one choose to live! 
under such privations.  Practically| 
‘speaking from January 1 to June 15 
Feur-fifths of that population wi 
need help. Nearly 1,250,000 will be| 
partially starving.

Trade in Tsinanfu  Stagnant 
and Disorder Rampant 
Foow A Comsrsroxoext 
‘Tsinanfu, Aug. 20. 

{It ip neatly four months since the 
Japanese forces took ion of 
the heart of Shantung, and there is| 
yet no sign of their departure, Ja-| 
an is resting on her arms, and 
China is trying to play the part of 
passive resister. 

Meanvhile, in spite of ‘reports 
to the contrary reaching Shangbai,| 
trade is quite stagnant in this city] 
‘and until the Japanese wove away| 
and "properly appointed Chinese 
futhorities take charge of affairs, 
things are not likely to get better. 

Most of the large shops in Ts 
ran have not opened since the elash 

In the country districts bordering 
‘on the railway, confusion is eom- 
plete. Bands of armed men travel 
‘bout, living on the people, taking 
by force what they require from the 
towns and villages, It is not pos- 
sible to tell to which side these men 
belong. Some claim to be Feng 
‘Yu-hsiang’s colleagues, others de- 
clare their allegiance to the late 
‘Tupan Chang, and the Fest are in- 
dependent rovers, fying no fing. 

ANo Man's Land 
All this confusion is an indirect 
result of the Japanese corridor 
stretching from Tsingtao to Tsi- 
nan, because this strip is a veritable 
no-man’s-land. The Japanese do 
not profess to police it although 
their aeroplancs patrol it from time 
to time, and in this zone,—forbid- 
den to the Nationalists—these arm-

Brigands Smoked Out: Disband-

‘The flames caused a heavy 
explosion in the cave, which was 
used for storing ammunition,

‘Attempt by Authorities to) 
Eliminate Them

Swatow, Aug. 21. 
Some time ago it wa: 
that the authorities in this province 
were determined to withdraw all 
coins of the 13th Year of the Re- 
Public.” The reason for this is that 
‘owing to the extensive circulation of 
spurious coins bearing the 18th 
Year inscription, the public and 
merchants have’ more and mors 
declined to have anything to do 
‘with them, and the authorities have 
had a hard time trying to get the 
Public to accept them as legitimate 
tender. Now, a scheme is under way 
for the valuation of all subsidiary 
coins of the 18th Year and a com- 
mittee called the Assessment Com: 
mittee for 18th Year coins is to at- 
tend to the valuation, Pareels of 
money handed in for valuation will 
be counted, weighed, wrapped up 
and sealed with a paper strip bear- 
ing the chop of the Committee and 
chop of the owner of the coins, 
‘The parcels will then be sent to tho 
Mint for analysis and the owners of 
such parcels, if they so desire, may 
attend at the Mint to witness th 
analysis ; 
‘The cotns will be retained by the 
Provincial Government while the re- 
sults of the analysis will e for- 
warded to the Committee who will 
then pay to the owner the equivalent 
value in Central Bank notes, The 
coins will he melted down for recoln- 
ing. A “handling fee” of 40 conts 
per every $1,000 will be chargeable 
to the owners of coins submitted for

In this connection, it is veported 
that there is a large body .of 
opinion that desires questions that 
primarily concern Japan and China 
to be excluded from the application 
‘of the proposed treaty. Military 
circles especially demand that China| 
questions be excluded, while 
also stated that a number of Privy 
Councillors are of this view too, as 
‘they think that there is fear of a 
very serious situation, affecting 
Japan gravely, arising in future 
should China questions have to be 
submitted to the arbitration court} 
for decision,

China a Factor 

‘Out of deference t6 this opinion, 
the Japanese Foreign Office auth- 
orities are cndeavouring to reach an 
understanding with ‘the United 
States on this matter, The treaty 
under nogotiation aims at settling 
all legal disputes arising between 
Japan and America through the 
medium of an arbitration court, and 
since it is sometimes difficult to dis- 
tinguish between legal issues and 
political problems, it is contended| 
‘that there is danger of Japan's 
interests in China being seriously 
impaired, “through the activity of| 
Chinese schemers,” should disputes 
between Japan and the United Stat 
regarding China be taken up by the| 
arbitration court. 


Tt is generally folt here that, as 
the United States has already not 
fied Japan that, all issues having a 
bearing on the Monroe Doctrine will 
bo excluded, Japan should have the 
fame. privilege to safeguard her| 
‘own interests in China and especial- 
Jy in Manchuria which, it is con- 
tended, {8 far more important, to 
the well-being of this country than 
Central ov South America could ever 
tbe to tho United States, 

Eminent ‘scholars and publicists 
‘think, however, that there is” no 
need ‘at all to ‘arrange for the ex- 
‘lusion of Chineso questions as, in 
their opinion, and arbitration treaty| 
should exclude alt disputes: concern- 
fing a third party. 


Murderous Affray

Modernizing Aviation 

Within the next three yea 
than 300 Army scouting planes now 
in service are to be replaced by 
more up-to-date and larger ma- 
chines. For some months, the acrial 
headquarters of the Japanese Army 
has been cqnsidcring modernization 
of this extra arm of the service and 
the three principal airplane manu- 
facturers in Japan, the Mitsubishi 
works, the Ishikawajima works and 
tho Kawasaki works, were to 
build one plane each, according to 
designs specially selected by Army 
ale experts. 


After tests, the Army authorities 
decivied that the machine turned out| 
by the Kawasaki works was the 
best. This plane, which has a 450 
horse-power B.M.W. motor, is about 
twice the size of the present Army 
scouting planes, and will be the type 
‘of machine that the Army is likely| 
to adopt. Every one of these ma- 
chines is to be cquipped with special 
Photo-taking devices. 

The Army authorities are also 
reported to be studying ways and 
‘means to replace the present battle 
planes in service with more modern| 

id larger ones. In this case, the

His Principles 

He has given four reasons as to 
why he seceded and the principles 
fof the new platform he will adopt.

People Destitute and Starving: 
District Swept Bare 


‘The Chiza International Famine 
Relief Commission reports from 
Peking, Avgust 20, that at least 
82,000 ‘people were stated to have 
been suffering from lack of live- 
lihood a8 the result of floods in the 
districts of Linchu and Anchiu, 
Shantung, on July 24. ‘These two 
districts lie to the south of the 
Tsinan-Tsingtao Railway, and are 
regions rot hitherto reported as 
famine-stricken. The floods came 
from the Wen Ho and Mi Ho. The 
extent of damage done has been 
reported as follows: 

In Linchu, 198 villages affected, 

1.500 people drowned, at least 24, 
(000 suffered from lack of livelihood; 
27 villages in Anchiu have been 
‘affected, the floods drowning 300 
people ‘acd depriving 8,000 of 
necessities of life. The C. I. F. 
R. C. Shantung Committee has 
despatched @ special agent with 
$5,000 for immediate relief work 
there. 
‘The latest locust report indicates 
that, along the Tientsin-Pukow 
Tine, south of Tawenkau and 
north of Lincheng, in a stretch 
about 100 li wide, "the promising 
‘crops of kaoliang’ and millet have 
‘been totally distroyed by the recent 
visitation.

Mr, H. K. Kwong is director, was 
closed by the police of the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil on August 28. 
Documents and pamphlets of a pro- 
pagandist character were seized by 
the police, The office was ordered 
to cease functioning by the Muni- 
cipal authorities. 

‘Mr, Yang Kuang-shen, an officer 
istry of Foreign Affa'es, 
it when the police re- 
presentives called and he was told 
that the office must discontinue its 
ivities. It is understood that he 
immediately sent a telegraphic re- 
port of the occurrence to Dr. C. T. 
Wang in Nanking. 


No Formal Protest Made 


We are able to state authoritively 
that no formal protest has been 
mde by the Nationalist Government 
over the rald by the police of the 
Intelligence and Publicity Bureau of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs ut 
25 Jinkee Road. Thus far, all that 
hhas been done, 30 we are informed, 
was an informal, verbal statement 
to the Senior Consul by the Com-

‘The attitude of the Municipal 
‘Council towards this particular 
question and the general question of 
the Nationalist Government main- 
taining offices in the Settlement is 
that the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil doos not have clairvoyant powers, 
Af an office of a suspicious nature is, 
‘opened and the Couneil has not, 
been officially notified and consulted, | 
tha Couneil| will act within its' 
discretion, ‘The Council is generally 
opposed, it is understood, to Govern 
ment offices being dumped into the 
Settlement, when they might just 
as well remain. in Nantao ‘and 
Chapel, The opening of Govern- 
‘ment offices in the Settlement is 
extension of the principle of extr 
territoriality which was not in- 
tended when the treaties were 
written, 


AntiJapanese Propaganda 


Recently a number of Government 
offices have been opened in the 
Settlement without the Municipal 
Council being in any way notified. 
So far us could be learned only one 
Nationalist Government office show- 
ed the Council the courtesy of 
discussing the case with the Chair- 
man or any other official of tho 
Shanghai Municipal Cou 

With rogard to the Bureau at 25 
Jinkee Road, the premises were 
used not only for the issue of press. 
notices, bat for anti-Japanese pro- 
paganda and for intelligence work, 
so far as could be learned. ‘The 
pamphlets seized were of a highly 
coloured nature, such as Governments 
do not usually issue except during 
war time. These pamphlets were 
directed against the Japanese over 
‘the Tainan affair. If issued from| 
Chinese territory, there could be no} 
particular protest except by Japan, 
Dut when the police permit them to 
be circulated by an office in the 
International Settloment, it is to be 
ssumed that they concur in their 
distribution and furthermore, the 
Consular Body, of which the 
Japanese Consul-General is a mem- 
ber, is also placed in the same in- 
tolerable position. 


A Matter of Courtesy 


It is said that a year ago, the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs | was 
notified officially that no Government 
‘offices could be opened in the Inter- 
national Settlement without consent | 
of the authorities and as consent is| 
largely a matter of courtesy, its 
dificult to understand why it has not 
been requested in this instance. As 
a matter of fact, it is known that 
officers of the Bureau in Jinkee Road

fg the Communist Party of China,

CONNECTING NINGPO 
WITH SHANGHAI 


Plazs to Complete the Tsao Ngo 
River Bridge on S.H.N.R. 


‘The announcement that tenders 
will be received by the Shanghai- 
Hangchow-Ningpo Railway for sup- 
ply and delivery of two spans mea- 
‘suring 344 feet, five and a half 
inches; and one approach span of 
24 feet, seven inches, for the com- 
pletion of the Tsao Ngo River 
Bridge, about 50 miles from Ningpo, 
indicates that the project ultimately 
to complete a Shanghai to Ningpo 
direct line is again moving forward, 





Hangchow-Ningpo line. In 1914 the 
conerete abutments for the bridge 
to span this stream were finished 
and the steel work for the remain- 
der of the structure was on its way 
‘out from Germany when the Great 
War started. Part of this frame- 
work was sunk on its way out, in 
the Mediterranean Sea, and part of 
it arrived at Tsingtao where it wat 
unloaded only to be condemned as 
unfit for use. Tenders are now in- 
‘ited as the preliminary to complete 
the spans of the bridge across the 
river. 

‘When the bridge shall have been 
finished a small temporary station 
will be made on the west bank of 
the river and the greatest advance- 
ment in. transportation made pos- 
sible in this prosperous district, 

‘The wine cargo from Shaoshing 
alone is an item of considerable 
Importance in the plans for afford- 
Ing Chinese merchants from that 
district a more convenient and direct 
route to the sea coast, and with the 
eventual completion of the tine 
from Zahkou, the station outside 
Hangchow, which is now the ter

section, the whole district shall be 
wonderfully benefitted.

Although ao robberies took place 
on Aug. 24, murder was rife, and 
Kidnapping also played its share in 
the henpestogs te the day.

Less than an hour aftér this deed 
was brought to light, the Chinese 
manager of the China and South 
Sea Bank, Limited, 7 Hankow Road, 
While driving in his own ear on 
‘Jessfield Road, was held up by five 
farmed men, and taken away in a 
car. The car later was found 
‘abandoned in Weihaiwei Road. 

‘The coming of dawn brought with 
it another crime, At 630 a.m. a 
male Chinese (dressed in foreign 
clothes) was shot dead by unknown 
assaillants in an alleyway betweea 
Foochow and Hankow Roads. Up 
to the present the deceased has not 
been identified. Two empty cai 
tridge cases were found near 
the body. A watchman in the 
vicinity after hearing shots fired, 
saw two men running away. Papers 
found on deceased revealed that he 
was interested in Communistic ant 
labour affairs.

“FURTHER CONFERENCE 
ON OPIUM 


Proposals to be Submitted: for 
Suppression of Smoking 


For some little time past there 
have appeared in this paper various 
translations from the Chinese press 
‘on the subject of the Nationalist 
‘ernment and the suppression of 
opium, giving the gist of the plans 
of several drganizations intercsted, 
The main point of these was the 
complete banishment of opium and 
all its paraphernalia from the whole 
of China, the undertaking to be com- 
pleted not later than Mareh 1, 1929. 
Meanwhile, although that date is 
‘bur six months distant, it is well 
known that a large syndicate inter- 
ested in the opium trade continues 
its work unmolested, doubtless 
through not failing to hand,over, in 
the time honoured manncry a certain, 
proportion of profit to the “officials 
who make the loudest outery against 
this evil. 

‘Among these many organizations, 
however, which have, as cause for 
their foundation opium suppression 
‘but who: seem not to trouble with 
‘effects, Js one headed by Mr. Tang 
Shao-yi, that really makes moves in 
the right direction; and from this 
body we have received a circular cone 
cerning the work and projects. 

The Northern expedition being at 
an end, the Nationalist Anti-Opium 
Suppression Assoeiation of China, 
now, as promised, taking its pro- 
gramme firmly in hand. Orders 
have been issued by the Committee 
‘to the authorities @f different. pro 
vinees for the immediate closing 
down of all. inor opium suppression 
bureaux as a first step in the divece 
tion of centralizing the control of the 
suppression work. 

Funds for Education 

The Association, first formed in 
1924, has been constantly sending out 
anti-opium literature among the 

jople in order to arouse feeling, and 
“petitions in’ the form of cone 
crete plang are being repeatedly pre- 
sented to the Nationalist Govern- 
ment for consideration and adop- 



































petitions is not told but the cireular 
‘adds that a National Opium Sup- 
pression Conference will be held 
very shortly, under the auspices of 
the Nationalist Government, and at 
this methods for an- effective cam= 
paign will be diseussed in. detail, 

‘One of the chief points made by 
the Association in the rules already 
laid down for its conduct, is. that, 
whatever income may be derived 
rom opium suppression shall be used 
solely for the purpose of suppression 
‘and anti-oplum education, and not to 
rmve: ordinary military and civil ex- 
penises. Another remulation is that 
ail opium ‘add'cts. should bo. fully 
and carefully registered immediately 
and they should be then given dif- 
ferent time limits to drop the habit. 
Special hospitals should be establish- 
din every district throughout the 
county, and any. officials found 
cither conniving traffic or in any 
unlawful way handling opium should 
be dismissed and severely punished. 
The cultivation of the poppy, the 
Association lays down, should be 
prohibited immediately ‘and without 
further delay. 


Chinese Support Wanted 

With the cireular the Association 
has also out translations of letters 
cd by the Committee from the 
Chincse General Chamber of Com+ 
merce, from the National and Phar- 
maceutical Association, the Chineso 
Ratepayers Committee of the For- 

ign Settlement in Shanghai, and 
from the Merchant's Union, expres 
ing the great need for the suppres 
sion of opium and other nateoties, 
and faith in the capability of the 
Association to carry out its task, 

It is truly to. be hoped. that this 
faith has not been misplaced but 
that the Association will really carry 
out its work according to the rules 
Jaid down, and that it will veceive the 
growing support and active aid of 
the Chinese people themselves.

DEATH OF MR. E, 
W. NOEL 


‘A Resident of China and Japan 
for Thirty-Eight Years 


News was received by telegram 
on Aug. 30 of the death in London of 
Mr. E,W. Noel, an old and very 
well-known resident of the Far 
East. Mr. Nool retired from 
‘Shanghai on account of illness. some 
five years ago, and had since been 
resident in’ London, where he pass 
ed away on August 29 at the age 
of 66, 

The deceased was the fourth son 
‘of Dr. David Cole Noel, of Upper 
Tooting, London, and received his 
Jeducaticn at the Wesleyan Collegiate 
Institution, Taunton. As to. his 
early business training there seems 
to be no exact record in Shanghai, 
but it is believed that like an elder 
brother, Mr. George Washington 
Noel, he started his eareer in Lon- 
‘don as a chazee. = 


In Foochow and Kobe

first post in China was at Foochow 
where he joined the firm of Mac 
kenzie & Co, This was in the year 
1885, ard it is an interesting fact 
that for the ensning 38 years he 
continued to be a resident of either 
China or Jupan, never onee during 
that period going on Home leave.

+Sm—The eyes of all interested 
in China’s government are, at the 
moment of writing, turned towards 
the happenings at the Nanking 
Conference, the outcome of which, 
so many of us are thinking, is of 
the greatest importance as aiTord- 
ing an indication of whither the 
Chinese ship of state is bound. If 
the results are satisfactory, we 
think, then is further proof afforded 
that the vessel is, after all, weather 
ing the storm. But is not our at- 
tention directed all too much to the 
question of the condition of the 
ship, without sufficiently conside’ 

ing the storm? Are we not str 
ing at the superficial gnat whilst 

















blissfully swallowing the actual 
‘camel, 
There was a day when students, 


‘of the Chincve political situation 
freely expressed themselves as to 
whether the republican form of 
government was suited to this 
people. It seems now that this 
‘question has boen disposed of and 
that, in conceding Republican prin- 

suited to the Chinese, we 
verned only with their out 
pression as exemplified in 
the construction of the government 
organs. But are we justified in s0 
doing, and are we not putting too 
nich’ faith in outward semblance 
and too little, in basic truths’ 
There are stoims no ship can 
weather, Have we, therefore con- 
sidered sufficiently’ the turbulence

fabrie of a state organization which 
had survived the test of centnties. 
Confucius expounded it; the people 
accepted it, and the State embodied 
it—the principle of Authority, Con 
formity and Orderliness. "The 
sages of that erstwhile China ex- 
pressed a concept of a universal 












































‘order to which the individual and 
the State were inherently and 
vitally related. It was a. static

plementary and inter 
dependent. Wi

Chinese had an equal feelin 
solidarity, and it was this highly 
develoned sense which evolved the 
precept of mutual responsibility 
Heaven and Earth, the natural 
order and the individual life, made 
a eyele of orderly, rational’ bein 
which had its image in a stabilized 
state.

It is quite obvious to 
the Court that the counsel for the 
accused wants the case tried here Th 
order to be able to walk in and say 
‘there is no evidence here against the 
accused, as itis all down South.” 

Here the Judge read over the 
article quoted by the Police Proseea- 
tor and gave as his interpretation

COURT OF APPEAL 


H, & S. BANK ¢, BERBLIN 


In view of the interest aroused 
in the appeal by the Hongkong & 
Shanghai Banking Corporation 
Sgainst the decision of the Provi- 
sional Court in the criminal action 
brought egainst two German 
‘citizens, A. Berblinger and E. 
Leyer, the full text of she ru'ing 
‘given’ by the Appeal Court 
published below for general 
formation, Actually in this east 
a charge of obtaining money by 
false pretences was eve: brousht, 
the charger against the defendants 
beng fer misappropriation and 
breach of duty as an agent. 

In the appeal the Hongkong & 
‘Shanghai Bank was represented by 
Mr. J. E. Badeley, while Dr. 
Whithelm and Mr. Y. C. Linn ap- 
peared for the respondents. 

‘The judgment is as follows:— 

‘The above appellants lodged an 
appeal against the judgment of the 
frst trial dated June 14, 1928, in 
their ease versus the respondents 
charged with misappropriation and. 
obtaining money by false pretence, 
which was ‘heard by this Court 
and adjudged as follows: 


‘Principal Wordings: 


The original judgment finding 
Berblinger and Layer not guilty on 
the charge of misappropriation i 
set aside. 

Berblinger and Teyer are sentenc- 
ced on the charge of missappropria 
ton each to serve 11 months’ penal 
servitude of the 5th degree. 

‘The remaining portion of the 
‘appeal dismissed. 

Facts 

Berblinger established Hai Yung. 
& Co. in Berlin, Gesmany, and had 
f branch office at Shanghai, Leyer 
‘was an employes of the wald firm

JOSE MARTINEZ 


Memories of a Great Mexican 
Bull-Fighter 
By Aumeo Barsox 


The recent brief two-line despatch 
trom Mexico City announcing the 
the death of José Martinez may 
ican little to the world-at-large, 
‘but to millions of Central and South 
Americans it marks the passing of 2 
national hero who was by ¢ar, to the 
Latin-American mind, the equal of 





any contemporaneous figure on 
either the English or American 
‘sports seene. 


For José Martinez was one of 
Mexico's leading bull fighters. “One 

is used advisedly, for so strong- 
ly’ does feeling run’ in the nati 
temperament below the Rio Grande 
4 to preclude any desire to call one 
matador better than another—in 
public. 

Unlike prize fighting there are no 
bases of judgment by which one 
matador ean be proven better than 
another. It is largely a mattcr of 
personal taste, depending on the| 
Inyman’s liking for the finer aspects 
lof the sport. Some prefer those who 
‘kill neatly, with despatch and little 
blood; others like a flashy matador, 
‘one who plays to the gallery by 
daring displays of controlled nerves 
at the crucial moment, and still 
others favour those whose actions, 
‘at the apex are such as to cause 
‘considerable amusement to the spce- 
tators, at the expense of the bull. 

Naturally there are many men in 
the business who shine in certain 
of these particular departments, and 
it follows that any man capable of a 
blending of the three reaches the 
pinnacle of success.

Prince Lichnowsky was that w 

‘conmion specimen, a German of the 

eld regime who was not convinced 

of the rightness and wisdom of the

man diplomacy of 1879-1914. For, 

Prince Lichnowsky was not one of 

those Radicals or Socialists — who

Ambassador in London 


British readers will naturally turn 
with chief interest to those passages 
in which Prince Lichnowsky deserib- 
es hig short official career as Am= 
assador in London, hich opened in 
1912 and was cut short by the out- 
break of the world war. He is 
doubtful himself why he was chosen 
for tho post, knowing himself to 
have been unpopular with the inner 
ring at tho German Foreign Office, 
and concludes that his sole qualifiea- 
tion was his age, which would foree 
im toon to retire in favour of a 
younger nominee of the ving. He 
‘complains that ho was consistently 
opt in the dark and his advice dis 
regarded, and claims that had that 
advice been taken, the war might 
have been avoided. Certainly, on 
his showing, this is hard to deny. 
Germany has often claimed that. 
Great Britain was uitimately res- 
ponsible for the war, because the 
uncertainty of her attitude | en- 
couraged Germany in her policy: 
poeuliar argument, and one hard 
to maintain in face of this book. 
Prince Lichnowsky shows that Ger- 
many was better informed than she 
now admits of British intentions 
and policy, and what prevented her 
from co-operating with Great Bvi-

Prince Lichnowsky was an old 
‘opponent of the Austrian alliance 
fand carried his dislike of it to 
a pitch that his opponents t 
it to be a fixed iden which seriously | 
affected his judgment, The Prince's 
Judgmont was, on the contrary, ex- 
tremely sound. ‘The section of his 
book entitled “My Misvion to Lon- 
don” (which is the memorandum, 
the premature publication of whick, 
during the war, through an indis- 
ceretion, caused such a seandal) re- 
veals a very sound power of sum- 
‘ing up a situation and a chara 
tex, and must be read with peculiar 
weasure. In particular, Prince 
Lichnowsky docs very exact justice 
to Sir Edward (as he then’ was) 
Grey, and very sensibly dismisses 
as absurd the Machiavellian legend: 
which grew up in Germany round 
Grey's name. It does appear, hov- 
ever, that the Prince never ‘yeally 
appreciated Austria's difficult posi- 
tion. He concentrates too much or 
ther final outburst of aggressiveress, 
which brought about her own dis 
memberment; and shows little um 
derstanding for the decades of difi- 
culties faced with much patience 
and no little thwarted statesman- 
ship.

Nineingly (1) that the Communist 
menace was chiefly a scarecro 
(2) that the disorders of 1919-23 
were largely, if not chiefly, the 
work of those who afterwards took 
credit for having suppressed them. 
As for Mussolini, Professor 
vemini. would have’ us believe 
he is not only brutal and unserupul- 
ous bat weak and opportunistic into 
the bargain. The unscruptlousness 
he proves with abundant document- 
ary evidence of the Duce’s personal 
Implication in numerous ugly stor- 
ies of the post-Revolution period. 
As to the weakness, he would have 
us see Mussolini as’a melodramatic 
Puppet worked by capitalist and 
militarist strings to hold Italy 
awe and admiration.

But meanwhile “Che Way of 
Sacrifite” was being secretly cir= 
culated in typewritten copies among 
the troops in the trenches. Again 
and again copies of it were seized 
and contineated. Tt was laboriously 
copied out by hand and again pase 
jwed from man to. man ‘among 
soldiers who had come to their now 
trade with loathing. Not until the 
Revolution had put an end to Gere 
man militarism was it printed and 
published under the title of “Opter- 
gang.”
